To produce sufficient silk to make a uress 
requires more time and capital than most 
people would imagine. The Textile Mercury 
states that if we take one and a quarter 
pounds as the weight of pure silk required, 
this would he equal to two pounds of raw 
silk. To produce two pounds of raw silk 
would require the entire stock obtained from 
7000 to 8000 worms, allowing a percentage 
for death by disease anti other casualties. 

It may be interesting to state that these 
young worms when newly hatched would 
scarcely weigh one-quarter of an ounce, yet, 
in the course of their life, which only lasts 
thirty to thirty-five days, they will consume 
7100 to 400 pounds of leaves, and increase in 
weight alxmt nine thousand times. 

Consumers of silk would not wonder at its 
high value when they consider that to raise 
two pounds of raw silk so much time and 
money are required. Besides the original 
cost of the eggs or young worms, they re¬ 
quire feeding at regular intervals daily with 
mulberry leaves and consume the 
above weight of leaves during their life. 
This is a large item of expense if the culti- 
• vator does not grow and gather his own 
' leaves, but is compelled to purchase them.

NORWEGIAN DISHES. 

The fare at the country inns is good in all 
parts of Norway, anti travelers off the beaten 
track even have no hardships in that line to 
encounter wherever they may go. The girls 
who spend the summer months in lonely 


‘Of Avhere you meant to get the money to s;u . ters high U p on the mountains, tending 
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are cooked in the same way, and afterward 
fried brown in boiling butter, and served 
either with or without sauce; or these halls 
are cooked with curry, or, made very small, 
dropped in a thick fish soup or bisk of cod. 
Tlie delicacy of half these dishes is of course 
due to the generous use of butter and cream. 
In frying fish, Norwegian cooks often dust 
the pieces with grated cheese to give it a 
piquant flavor, and grate a little cheese into 
the sauces with fish. 

Another peculiarly Norwegian dish is the 
“rod grod,” or “red food” literally — an 
opaque red jelly that, with whipped cream, 
is a standard dessert at country inns and 
posting stations. The pressed juice of either 
raspberries or currants, or both together, is 
boiled with sugar and thiekened with po¬ 
tato, although sago or corn starch is often 
used in towns, and, until explained, rod grod 
is a tantalizing but delicious mystery. A 
dish peculiar to the high saeters and remote 
districts is the “flodgrod,” or “romne grod,” 
or “poor man’s food,’’and travelers who hunt 
the unbeaten tracks and depend upon the 
mountain saeters and poor peasant huts, 
often get nothing else to eat for weeks. The 
poor man ironically begins with a pint of 
the richest cream, puts it in a tin, and sets 
that in boiling water. A little salt is added, 
and wheat flour stirred in as long as it can 
take it. As the cream slowly lioils, clear 
butter rises in drops, and is skimmed off into 
a cup as long as a globule of it rises. When 
the butter is all out, the porridge is thinned 
with boiling milk, and more flour is added. 
When thoroughly cooked it is eaten with the 
butter that has been skimmed from it. It is 
a rich and nourishing dish, and a little of it 
is satisfying. The “pannakaka” is a great 
Scandinavian dish, and there is a little place

W hen you come to think of it the adminis¬ 
tration of Gov. Brackett has been an em¬ 
inently satisfactory one; so much so, indeed, 
that even his political opponents cannot find 
fault with it. His appointments have been 
admirable, and the business of his oilice lias 
been conducted wisely and unostentatiously. 
We believe the voters of the state will show 
their satisfaction by reelecting him and the 
entire state ticket by a handsome majority. 


An anonymous poster reflecting upon the 
official integrity of County Commissioner 
Root was posted at Westfield the other day, 
but was suppressed quickly when its pro¬ 
moters found that they were liable to a fine 
under the law passed by the last Legislature 
to put an cud to that sort of campaigning; 
and on Monday James Emerson of Willi- 
mansett complained of himself before the 
Chicopee police court as being the author of 
the paper, and paid $5 for his ignorance of 
the law. Mr. Emerson is not pleased with 
the commissioners’ treatment of the Holyoke 
bridge question, but his attack will help 
rather than hurt Mr. Root, whose integrity 
and ability are above question. 


The new United States law relating to 
lotteries is making itself felt. Attorney 
General Miller has instrurteiUJ. S. district 
attorneys, marshals, and posroflice officials 
to enforce the law vigorously, and some of 
the western newspapers are feeling the effects 
of the law already. Two papers have had 
their entire editions returned from the post 
office for publishing a list of the lucky ticket 
holders in lottery distributions at Catholic 
church fairs, and another paper was thrown 
out for publishing the name of the winner of 
a sofa-pillow disposed of by lottery for a poor 
family. It is to be hoped that the government 
will enforce the law so thoroughly that the 
lottery business will be completely wiped 
out of existence; hut it will die hard. 


Col. Walker of Beleliertown has been 
adding something to the interest of the con¬ 
gressional campaign in that district this 
week by an attempt to show that Mr. 
Spaulding, the Republican candidate, has 
not been above using a good deal of money 
in a political campaign. When Col. Walker 
first ran for the Senate in 1884 Mr. Spauldiug 
had charge of his interests in Northampton 
and vicinity, and received $1,500 from him, 
which Col. Walker implies went into his 
own pocket. But Mr. Spaulding states that 
$300 was expended in hiring workers, print¬ 
ing ballots, etc., while $500 was turned over 
to the Republican city committee, which is 
corroborated by the treasurer of the com¬ 
mittee. After the election Col. Walker felt 
so grateful to Mr. Spaulding for his legal and 
other services that he sent him a check for 
$500, thus completing the $1300. There is 
nothing in this which reflects upon Mr. 
Spaulding, and it is to be remembered that 
the issue in the present campaign has been 
clear, and that Mr. Spaulding won the nomi¬ 
nation and luts carried on the canvass with¬ 
out the use of money. Col. Walker has done 
nothing to strengthen himself as a candidate 
since he decided to run, and the pique and 
ambition which have led him to take this 
step arc so evident that it is difficult to see 
how be can have a very large following. 
There will doubtless be some trading of votes 
in bis behalf, but with a fairly full vote in 
the district Mr. Spaulding ought to be elected 
by a very satisfactory margin. 


Gov. Brackett was a guest of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Club last Saturday, and in his after- 
dinner speech he paid his respects to George 
Fred Williams, who has been scoring the 
governor in his campaign speeches for sign¬ 
ing the West End Elevated Road bill, passed 
as lie says by legislative corruption. After 
reviewing the history of the bill and recall¬ 
ing Williams’s admission before the investi¬ 
gating committee that the evidence of cor¬ 
ruption “has not taken such a form that I 
feel at liberty to offer it against any member 
of the House,” the governor went on to 
say:— 

••The committee iu its report after condemning 
some of the practices shown by the evidence to 
have been resorted to by the West End Compuuv 
to influence legislation, upon this question o'f 
corruption with which we are dealing, said : ‘The 
evidence has not disclosed, however, that any 
expenditure has beeu made for the purpose of ex'- 
erting any corrupt influence upon any member of 
the Legislature.’ That report was signed by all 
the members of the committee, including Josiah 
Quincy, secretary of the Democratic state execu¬ 
tive committee, ami John W. Coveney, the pres¬ 
ent Democratic candidate for senator in the Cam¬ 
bridge district. It was accepted by the House, 
and thereafter the bill was enacted' and sent to 
the governor. The report, as I have said, con¬ 
demned some of the methods which the evidence 
showed had been adopted to influence the passage 
of the bill, and of which 1 propose to speak here¬ 
after; but J am now considering the charge that 
its passage was procured by legislative corrup¬ 
tion, ami from that charge the report absolved 
the West End Company. .Mr. Williams’s accusa¬ 
tion, therefore, that legislative corruption was 
exposed and rewarded, and that 1 hold that such 
corruption is no stain upon the law it procures, is 
absolutely baseless and untrue. 

Tbe governor then argued that in examin¬ 
ing a bill be could only consider tbe bill 
itself, without passing judgment upon the 
motives of the members of the Legislature in 
passing it, and that the veto power was not 
given to him to be exercised as a rebuke for 
methods employed in passing a measure, re¬ 
gardless of its merits, citing the Boston 
Globe as good Democratic authority in sup¬ 
port of bis position. Tlic governor believed 
that tbe public good required bis approval of 
the bill.

Tlie propritors are D. J. Mahoney, who form¬ 
erly ran the restaurant on Central street, 
and a brother of Deputy Sheriff Healey. 

General Manager Barnes of the Boston and 
Albany railroad met the railroad committee 
of the Springfield board of trade Wednesday 
in consultation concerning increased train 
service between that city and the towns along 
tlie line to Spencer, but no decision was 
reached. 

All ladies interested in forming an auxil¬ 
iary of the Hampden County Children’s Aid 
Society are requested to meet next Monday 
afternoon at Mrs. L. E. Child’s on South 
Main street. Tbe society is doing a most ex¬ 
cellent work among the neglected children 
in tbe county. 

There will be a race meeting on tbe park 
next Wednesday and Thursday afternoons. 
Wednesday afternoon there will be a 2.37 and 
a 2.33 class for trotters, with purses of $100 
and $150; Thursday there will be a 2.28 and 
a free-for-all class for trotters and pacers, 
tbe purses being $175 and $200. 

The frame for C. D. Holbrook’s new build¬ 
ing is well under way. Clark and Hastings 
are tearing down what cannot be used of 
their building, but will make use of tbe lower 
part as it is, building the upper part new. A 
12-incli solid brick wall is being put betweeu 
tbe buildings for fire protection. 

Mabel Smith, who some 10 months ago 
was wanted for larceny of money and jewelry 
from Mrs. Sophie Brooks, and soon after 
was sentenced to tlie woman’s prison at Sher- 
born for larceny of a cloak at Springfield, 
will be released from that institution next 
Monday and will be brought here to answer 
to tbe charge against her. 

Frank Cushing, the wire nail manufac¬ 
turer, has leased the building formerly oc¬ 
cupied by tbe Wright Wire Cloth Co., and 
will move in at once. He has ordered a 
quantity of new machinery, and will make 
200 kegs of nails per day, his capacity at 
present being only about 40. He will have 
his own power, and will run day and night. 

The scarcity of other fruit this fall is par¬ 
tially made up by the abundance of grapes. 
Seldom is the yield larger or fruit finer. A 
five-pound basket of Concords or Catawhas 
sells for 25 cents, and 10-pound baskets of 
Concords for 35 cents. Tlie Malagas are un¬ 
usually large and fine, and sell for 20 cents a 
pound, as do also do tbe Tokays, a fine Cal¬ 
ifornia fruit. Large quantities are being 
sold, W. A. Barnes alone disposing of over 
100 baskets last Saturday. 

A pair of team horses belougiug to J. M. 
Converse and attached to a dump cart, be¬ 
came frightened and ran Monday afternoon, 
throwing out tbe driver, William Hancox, 
and breaking two of bis ribs. Tbe horses 
were making a lively dash through Maiu 


street when William Mason, who was stand¬ 
ing on the sidewalk, ran and catching tlie 
collar of one horse in bis hand vaulted to the 
animal’s back and stopped the team in a 
short distance with no further damage done. 

John Bumstead, brother of Mrs. F. M. 
Eager of Palmer, died at Jewett City, Ct., 
the 15tli inst. He was born in Monson June 
26th, 1833, and enlisted in Co. D, 25th Ct. 
regiment, serving through the war and re¬ 
ceiving an honorable discharge. For 15 years 
he was a member of the Congregational 
church iu Wilbraliam, where the most of liis 
married life was spent. He afterward moved 
to Jewett City, Ct., and became a member of 
the Congregational church there. A wife 
and five children survive him. 

At the district court Monday Joseph 
Gaygon, Henry Heckler and William 
Conway, for an assault on Carrie Ryder last 
Saturday night, pleaded nolo contendere 
and paid costs, tlie case being placed on file.

The company will manufac¬ 
ture water gas and sell it at 50 cents per 1000 
feet, and agree to have tlie plant in working 
order within one year from the 22d of this 
month, on which date the selectmen granted 
them a franchise to dig up tlie streets where 
necessary to lay their pipes, the franchise be¬ 
ing forfeited if tlie work is not completed 
within that time.

Death of an Old Resident. 

John Almon Squier, after an illness of sev¬ 
eral weeks, died at his home in this village 
last Saturday afternoon. Mr. Squier was 
horn in Mouson iu 1814, anil came to this 
town when a young man and in connection 
with liis father, John Squier, engaged in the 
foundry business. They first located on 
Main street, near the present site of tlie Nas- 
sowanno House, hut about ten years later 
removed to where tlie foundry now is on the 
line of the New London Northern railroad. 
Mr. Squier retired from his business about 
tlie year 1868, having by liis industry and 
frugality acquired a fortune amply sufficient 
for his future needs. For several years after 
disposing of tlie foundry business he was en¬ 
gaged in tlie coal trade, and bought and sold 
considerable real estate, hut for some time 
previous to his death lie was not actively en¬ 
gaged in business of any kind. He was re¬ 
garded as a man of strict integrity, and in 
all the relations of life so conducted himself 
as to command a full measure of the con¬ 
fidence and respect of his fellow men. He 
was a modest and unassuming man, with 
seemingly no ambition for public honors or 
public recognition, hut lie was frequently 
selected to fill the most responsible 
offices in tlie gift of tlie town, and 
no duty which lie was called upon 
to perform ever suffered by reason of 
self-interest or was neglected on account of 
tlie demands of private business. Mr. Squier 
was a prominent member of tlie Universalist 
society of this place, in the organization of 
which he took a deep interest. He was 
a strong advocate of temperance, ami was so 
earnest in his desire to advance temperance 
legislation that he usually voted with the 
Prohibition party in all state elections. Mr. 
Squier mariied Mcliitahle C. Welil of Hol¬ 
land, who died six years ago, and he leaves 
no children. Two brothers and six sisters 
survive him: Lorenzo L. Squier of Monson; 
A. C. Squier of Galena, O.; Mrs. C. A. 
Brown, Mrs. O. W. Doyle, and Mrs. W. A. 
Jenkins of Chicago, Mrs. William Webster 
of Wintersee, la., Mrs. M. G. Carter of 
Afton, la., and Mrs. M. E. Monger of Pal¬ 
mer. His funeral was attended at liis late 
residence Tuesday afternoon, the burial ser¬ 
vice being read by Rev. J. F. Albion of this 
place, Rev. Dr. C. H. Eaton of New York 
pronouncing the eulogy.

Cha lrinan <1 nd Members of the ( ’lah: —Hav¬ 
ing made the motion which called forth this dis¬ 
cussion, and being obliged to be absent for duties 
elsewhere, it seems to me right that I offer a brief 
written expression of my thoughts on tlie topic 
under consideration. There are many excellent 
reasons why a town should lie stirred by a variety 
of life. One is this: Variety is part of the mani¬ 
fold riches which are in human nature, and this 
variety can come only through calling out tlie 
diverse activities of man. To saddle a community 
with one large industry only is to beget a uniform 
type of workman, and whether that type be high 
or low, the uniformity is deadening to the mass 
and pernicious to the leaders. Whereas diversity 
of pursuits, and various classes of workmen, who 
are wholly independent of all overseers except the 
special one who rightly directs eacli particular 
class, develop tlie many activities in men, and 
make them trank and free in spirit instead of 
servile and fawning. Tlie cunning of the hand in 
work is but tlie expression of the brain, and tlie 
development of the brain is a necessary part of 
the development of man. Therefore, I would see 
for the sake of the true manliness of this town, 
the multiplication of all the legitimate trades. I 
should like to see dissipated that spiritof paternal¬ 
ism, which the mill system with its tenement 
houses is so apt to beget, and in its place I would 
see the spirit of brotherhood come in, which 
makes every man a helper and removes masters. 

But this will come through no sentimental con¬ 
viction; it will come through struggle; and a 
great factor in that struggle will be the feeding in
